Supreme Court, hearing arguments in 
three abortion-related cases, is again 
considering what states may do to 
restrict a woman's access to abortion. 


The cases being argued today before 
the court stem from its 1973 decision 
that a woman has a constitutional right 
to an abortion in the early stages of 
pregnancy, in consultation with her 
physician

—A Massachusetts law requiring 
consent of both parents before an 
abortion could be performed on an 
unmarried girl under the age of 18,

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF* I - A 25- 
year-old former teacher is about to 
undertake a crosscountry bicycle ride 
beginning next month on the West 
Coast. And he’s barely rested up from 
a 7,500-mile bike ride across South 
America.

returned March 16 from a trek that 
began in October 1974, rn lim a, Peru.

- A Missouri law requiring the 
written consent oi a patient desiring an 
abortion, and of her husband if she Us 
married and of one parent if she is 
single and under 18 A three-judge dis­ 
trict court upheld the law.

Medicaid payments to women who 
choose to have abortions. That law was 
held to be unconstitutional by the U S. 
Court of Appeals in St. louis. 
The federal court in the 
Mas­ 
sachusetts case held that to require 
parental consent before an abortion 
could be performed on an unmarried 
girl under 18 violated 
“individual 
rights of the minor,” which “outweigh 
the rights of the parents.” 
Francis X. Bellotti, the state's at­ 
torney general, said in appealing to the 
high court that "the nature of the 
decision 
to 
abort 
includes 
ex­ 
traordinary 
em otional 
and 
psychological problems which may be 
alleviated by parental involvement." 
The 
Missouri 
consent 
law 
also 
provides that if a live birth results 
following an intended abortion, the 
child becomes a ward of the state. It 
also prohibits the saline injection 
method of abortion after the first 12 
weeks of pregnancy. 
Those challenging the law say new 
Supreme Court guidance is needed so 
that legislatures “will not continue 
cavalierly to pass legislation which 
violates the 
spirit, 
intent 
and 
meaning" of the 1973 decision. 
The U.S Catholic Conference filed a 
brief urging that the Missouri law be 
upheld. 
In the case of the Missouri law 
denying Medicaid paym ents for 
abortions, two doctors who challenged 
the statute said the principle of public 
payments has been upheld in previous 
federal court cases. 
John C. Danforth, the state attorney 
general, argued that "It is a much 
different thing to say that a doctor 
cannot be legally 
prosecuted 
for 
performing an abortion requested by a 
pregnant woman than to say, as the 
court of appeals has done, that states 
must subsidize the abortion process 
with public funds.”

M issouri's only 
alternatives would be to give up about 
$66 million yearly in federal Medicaid

Senate Won't Endorse Detente 


DALLAS (AP) — Some tough talk 
from Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger and the Senate's refusal to 
endorse detente indicate how sensitive 
the question of U S -Soviet relations is 
becoming this election year 


Kissinger, continuing his defense of 
the Ford .idm im stration's foreign 
policy, said here Monday that the 
United States and the Soviet Union are 
in a position of "rough equilibrium” 
and the administration will never 
allow the balance to be tipped against 
the United States by a Russian build­ 
up. or by a one sided or violated 
agreement. 
He also sought to refute domestic 
critics of U S defense policies and said 
that allegations of Soviet superiority 
"sound remarkably like the missile 
gap' claims which aroused anxieties in 
1960 only to dissolve suddenly a few 
weeks after the election." 
As Kissinger was preparing to 
deliver his remarks here, the Senate 
declined to approve a 
resolution 
supporting detente as a process of 
easing tension with the Soviet Union 
The resolution had been offered as a 
means of expressing the continuity of 
American foreign policy in the heated 
atmosphere of the current political 
campaign, but the Senate referred it to 
comnuttee by a 54 to 31 vote 
Some senators later said the move 
showed there is growing doubt about 
how much detente is benefiting the 
United States. 
However, some senators 
said 
another factor was that the resolution 
had been quickly introduced without 
any committee consideration 
And 
some GOF’ senators dei*lined to sup­ 
port it because they said it was an 
attempt to support lYesident Ford 
against

In his speech, Kissinger also made 
these points:

said 
Michaels and Bucks County Dial 
Atty Kenneth Biehn would make no 
comment on the case except to say the 
killings apparency resulted from "a 
personal vendetta.1* They would not 
say what led them to Geschwendt. if a 
murder weapon was found or how 
Geschwendt came to be arrested 
They did say the* killings were not 
drug-related, as had been suspected 
earlier in the investigation 
The bodies of Abt and his wife, 
Margaret, both about 50; three of their 
children, Margaret, 19, Cathy, 15, and 
John. 13; and Margie’s boyfriend, 
Carson Fngel, 20, were found in the 
basement of the suburban home about 
four miles from I’hiladelphia 
Police said the killings occurred 
between 6 p m and 8 p m, that Friday 
night 
Each had been shot once in the front 
of the head, Michaels said at that time 
Nothing in the house was disturbed and 
there were no signs of a struggle or 
that robbery was involved, the chief 
said.

TOKYO (AP) — A Japanese movie 
actor-pilot in a World War II Kamikaze 
pilot's uniform he donned for publicity 
pictures crashed in a light plane today 
into the home of Yoshio Kodama, key 
figure rn the I-ockheed payoff scandal 
in Japan.

F’olice said Maeno almost certainly 
crashed intentionally because he cut 
his engine and aimed the plane into 
Kodama’s house But they said it was 
not clear whether the young man 
hoped to kill Kodama or was bent only 
on his own suicide. 
Police said they were trying to 
determine whether the crash was 
deliberate or accidental.

plane with a cameraman in another

M atrim ony Mission Impossible 


By UH YI JJS BATTEL! ,F, 
NKW YORK - Wtw-n I was growing 
up, little lYincess Margaret Rose was 
(ireat Britain’s sequel to our Shirley 
Temple lYetty, pixie-like little thing 
Bit of an upstart In austere war time, 
she was the comedy relief, and while 
Am ericans had respect and ad ­ 
miration for her big sister, Elizabeth, 
it was little Margaret Rose whom they 
fancied more . . . 
As she grew to teenage, lYincess 
Margaret, flourishing in the spotlight 
of world attention, became a bit more 
audacious 
She began to flirt, she 
switched from tea to champagne and 
scotch, went to late-night parties, and 
apparently 
becam e 
Increasingly 
aware of her important position near 
the top of the royal totem pole 
She began treating some girlhood 
friends 
like ladies-in-waiting. The 
British press began to view her as an 
adolescent prima donna 
but they 
wrote the same amused and fawning 
copy, glorifying “ a radiant Princess 
M argaret,” and speculating on which 
of several rich and titled young beaux, 
with or without puppies, might lie her 
choice for a 
husband. 
Meg had 
graduated from Shirley Temple status 
to Elizabeth Taylor porportions 
In 1955, she reached the height of her 
power and glory in the world press 
when she pointed a regal finger at 
Capt 
Peter 
Townsend 
of 
the 
Buckingham Palace equerry con­ 
tingent and stated, “That's for me." 
Captain Townsend, slim and gaunt and 
(some said) awed at her decision, was 
a divorced man. lYincess Margaret 
was accustomed to getting her own 
way, but this was not the way the 
Archbishop of Canterbury saw the 
royal family Ullage. Divorce had never 
been permitted. 
This was the biggest, most vital, 
most romantic dilemma in the British 
press since Margaret’s Uncle Kdward 
had renounced tile throne in 1936 to 
marry the American divorcee named 
Wallis. From all over the world, 
thousands of reporters descended on 
london (myself included) to learn if 
loveable lYincess Margaret would be 
permitted to wed the courageous pilot 
who was shot down twice during World 
War II. Would he now be shot down 
again by the Anglican Church? 
The suspense 
in the press was 
awesome. We reporters followed 
Margaret wherever she went 
to 
Buckingham Palace, to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. She always was closely 
guarded, and never smiled. Thousands 
of typewriters and teletype machines 
clacked out stories of high drama and 
suspense. But in the press rooms of 
Fleet Street, hardened editors and 
reporters verbalized different stories. 
They 
spoke of that 
“poor 
devil 
Townsend,” who hadn't asked for his 
high drama, and predicted that no one 
would be more relieved than he if the 
Archbishop declared the marriage 
impossible 
The attitude was that 
Townsend, considerably older and 
more worldly than Margaret, was too 


fine a fellow to spend his life three 
[laces behind a princess. 
When the decision came through 
m atrim ony mission impossible 
Captain Townsend quietly disap­ 
peared, No one could ever confirm 
whether he left Kngland with a sigh of 
torture, or relief. But when I met hun 
a few years ago, he revealed that he 
had shortly thereafter married a 
Belgian girl and had three children - 
"all of whom I adore." Refusing to 
discuss the Princess episode, he said, 
“ Kven in this life, we have different 
incarnations 
don’t you believe 
that?” In his lYincess Margaret in­ 
carnation, he was “very much a public 
figure;" now he is "very much a 
private man, and loving life We don’t 
talk about that other period ever in 


public 
and very rarely in private,” 
he said with a laugh. 
lYincess Margaret was 25 when she 
lost Peter Townsend. She recovered 
and made headlines again with this 
and that potential husband until she 
discovered Tony Arm strongOones, 
professional photographer, in 1959 and 
married him in a glittering ceremony 
the following May. They have two 
children, aged 14 and 12, and they also 
have outside interests .. . hers a 
younger man, his a world full of 
friends and photographable subjects 
Separation? Divorce? Once again. 
Queen elizabeth and the Church of 
england ponder what to do about the 
princess who inevitably 
knows her 
own mind, but doesn’t seem sure of her 
heart ..

NKW YORK (AP) - Industry today 
is seeking more than profits from its 
top executives, after learning again 
during the 196<)s that unpressive short­ 
term earnings often hide poor long- 
range management. 
“(loud management is more than 
just showing profits," 
said 
Prof. 
Kugcne Jennings, confidential per­ 
sonal advisor to chief executives and a 
university scholar recognized as a top 
authority on management and per­ 
sonnel. 
"Good management is not just the 
bottom line," he said, “but the sur­ 
vival of the company in a sometimes 
hostile world." It often means forgoing 
immediate profits in order to invest in 
personnel, plant and procedures for 
the future. 
The “performance syndrome" of the 
1960s, to 
an extent 
forced 
upon 
m anagem ent 
by 
an 
investm ent 
community concerned only with 
numbers, permitted many mediocre 
managers to hide their inadequacies in 
profits produced more by accounting 
than corporate strength. 
Profits remain important today, as 
they probably always will be, but good 
managers must also deal with more 
active consumers and regulators, and 
with a host of ecological, ethical and 
social considerations. 
So, as in so many areas of life, 
another 
excess or 
extrem e 
or 
weakness 
of 
the 
1960s 
is 
being 
corrected in the 1970s by a return to 
fundamentals 
In the view of Jennings, who teaches 
at Michigan State University, industry 
is seeking to do a better job of what he 
labels “staging, pacing and posi­ 
tioning." 
STADING 
We 
are 
keeping 
managers longer in the first-level 
management jobs. These managers of 
nonmanagers now stay tour years at 
this level, almost double the time so 
They’ll Do It Every Time 
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spent in the 1960s. 
Managers in large corporations also 
are .staying longer at the division level. 
Division managers now remain close 
to five years at this level, or nearly two 
years longer than in the 1960s 
Nevertheless, they arrive at the 
presidency, one step below the 
chairman, at an earlier age, at 49 
years now compared with 54 in the 
1960s A different role is expected of 
the president also: He is expected to 
lead on his own rather than merely 
complement the chairman. 
In fact, he is expected to step up to 
the very top job, the chairmanship, 
after serving his years as president. In 
the past, he sometimes left the com­ 
pany when the chairman left. 
If he spends more time ut key, lower- 
level management positions, how does 
a manager arrive in the presidency at 
an earlier age9 Because of PACING. 
Between the key jobs, the corporation 
moves some managers with greater 
speed. 
At the same time, a weeding out 
process is at work. How much can a 
man take9 Which executives are 
burned out and need to In* slowed 
down9 Who is moving too slowly? 
These questions are constantly asked. 
An 
individual's 
particular 
characteristics are noted, including 
his ability to tolerate stress. Corporate 
officers today are not naive enough to 
believe that if a manager asks for 
more responsibility he should be given 
it 
“The individual manager himself is 
no realistic judge of what he can and 
cannot do," said Jennings. “ He 
requires a highly sensitive corporate 
environment that understands pac­ 
ing." 
POSITIONING is the third crucial 
consideration. When do you put a man 
under the gun? When do you put him 
under nononsense, 
tough, 
task- 
oriented manager9 When do you give 
hun a priority job involving the entire 
coqwration9 When do you give a man 
a position when everything he does is 
exposed to review? 
We are more sensitive to individuals 
and 
more 
realistic 
about 
ac­ 
complishments, said Jennings, “We’ve 
got a more mature understanding 
today of what are becoming the rudi- 
m entaries 
of 
m anagement 
de­ 
velopment." 
To put it briefly, he said, "We are 
turning from the profit and loss 
statement to the balance sheet." We 
are seeking the total corporate im­ 
provement over a period of time rather 
than relying on a limited, one-year 
report.

In 1942, the wartime program of 
moving Japanese-A m ericans from 
their homes on the West Coast to 
inland camps was begun. 
In 1956, Pakistan became a republic 
but retained membership in the British 
Commonwealth 
In 1965. the first two-man American 
space team was shot into orbit from 
Cape Kennedy, Fla. It was the first of 
the Gemini series, with astronauts

Is it an added risk if a baby is born 
by Caesarean section? I still have 
three months to go and I could use the 
added assurance that your columns 
seem to offer. 
Mrs. M S. I)., Wash .D C. 
Dear Mrs. I).: 
I >et me immediately assure you that 
the risk to the baby and to you is not 
increased by the need for Caesarean 
delivery. 
It is estimated that about four 
women in every hundred will have 
their babies delivered by Caesarean 
section. The removal of a child through 
an abdominal incision rather than 
through the vaginal canal has been 
safely performed for many years. 
The reason that the risk is so slight is 
because of the 
added 
safety 
of 
anesthesia, the greater skill in 
surgery, and the use of post-operative 
antibiotics to prevent infection. 
Years ago, such an operation c aused 
a great deal of concern to the wife and 
husband when first they were told that 
a Caesarean operation was necessary. 
There are many excellent university 
hospitals that 
perform 
Caesarean 
operations with greater regularity 
when the position of the child Is 
unusual. Normally the head presents 
itself first When tin* buttocks (breech) 
presents itself, Caesarean section may 
be the procedure of choice. 
Whenever there is a disproportion 
between the size of the baby’s head and 
the m other’s pelvic bones, 
the 


operation is performed. It Is aLso 
important for you to know that your 
decision to have more children should 
not be affected by this kind of delivery. 


My daughter constantly plays with 
the inside of her mouth. She chews on it 
and sometimes makes it bleed I worry 
that a cancer will develop.

Dear Mrs ().: 
Persistent injury caused by biting 
can produce ulceration in the mucous 
membranes lining of the mouth I do 
not believe that cancer formation is, at 
the present tim e, your greatest 
problem. It Is true that such repeated 
injury may in later life be the seat of 
cellular changes. Yet your present 
objective should be to find out why 
your daughter persists in this habit. 


It must be obvious to you that this 
represents some psychological need. It 
is evidently a "nervous habit" that 
might la* analogous to a tic of the eyes, 
nail-biting or constant picking of the 
face. 


Persistent nagging and pressure to 
desist are not the answer to her 
problem. 
With kindness, patience,

In 
the meantime, the board asked him to 
gather more documentation to support 
his claim that services must be cur­ 
tailed to fit withui his current budget 
McKenna said the welfare de­ 
partment faces a $40 million deficit if it 
continues spending at its present level 
and expanding al Its present rate. To 
stay within the budget, McKenna has 
proposed: 
C utting nursing home payments to 
their levels of last summer, sub­ 
stantially below the levels approved by 
the legislature in the welfare depart­ 
ment budget 
End Medicaid coverage of ser­ 
vices by optometrists, podiatrists. 
dentists, psychiatrists and physical, 
speech and occupational therapists. 
—Cut the number of physican visits 
covered by Medicaid from IO per 
month to four. 
—Cut Medicaid payment for over- 
the-counter and therapeutic drugs, 
limiting payment to prescriptive drugs 
and insulin. 
McKenna said Medicaid costs have 
gone from $285 million in the 1969-71 
budget to $969 million in the current 
budget, with costs growing at a rate of 
$90 million a year. 
About $800 million of that cost comes 
in mandated programs which the state 
must supply under federal law, he 
said, 
including 
hospital 
care, 
physician care, laboratory work, X- 
rays, .skilled nursing and care for 
children. 
That means the way to cut costs is to 
elim inate optional program s and 
reduce the scope of required programs 
as much as possible, McKenna said. 
The director’s position already is 
drawing fire One group of medical 
professionals, including optometrists, 
dentists and physical therapists, has 
incorporated a group called Ohio 
Medicaid Health Services Inc. to fight 
the change.

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Great expectations for better postal 
service at a price Americans can af­ 
ford to pay apparently will never be 
realized under existing conditions. 
Postm aster 
General 
Benjamin 
Bailer last week took a page from the 
familiar script used by his predecessor 
and warned of cuts in service for 
beleaguered postal users throughout 
the nation 
Most people who can still remember 
when first class mail traveled for 6 
cents — only five years ago — are 
disgusted and dismayed that rates 
have risen to 13 cents They feel that 
they arent getting their money’s 
worth — and they are right! 
After watching this much heralded 
reorganized postal operation flounder 
from deficit to deficit, characterized 
by waste, favoritism, ami inefficiency, 
I am convinced that Congress needs to 
correct its mistake. 
I have introduced legislation to 
abolish the U.S Postal Service and 
return postal operations to the Post 
Office 
Department 
under 
congressional control. 
The Postmaster General is obviously 
unimpressed with the latest rate in­ 
crease for first class mail. “It came 
too late”, he said Not only did he 
consider the 13-eent rate inadequate, 
he also questioned whether the United 
States needed six-days-a-week mail 
delivery or 40,000 post offices. 
General Bailer should know, in case 
he has forgotten, that it was not the 
intent of C ongress, when it created the 
U S. 
Postal Service, to achieve 
financial solvency at the expense of 
service. 
His justification for raising rates and 
reducing service is, of course, a 
familiar one. The United States Postal 
Service experts to produce another 
deficit — this time, $1.3 billion 
at the 
end of the current fiscal year 
In five years of operation, the top 
management of the Postal Service has 
produced little more than a disturbing 
spiral of rising costs and declining 
service. 
The 
Post Office 
Departm ent’s 
reorganization in 1970 was designed to 
eliminate political and congressional 
influence over the postal rate-making 
process and other operations of the 
Postal Service. The results of the 
quasi-governmental venture have 
been disastrous 
First class mail rates have been on a 
steady raise Door-to-door service in 
residential areas is on the decline, and 
the Postal Service is now attempting to 
close completely 12,000 small post 
offices. It is also considering discon­ 
tinuing Saturday 
deliveries 
and 
special deliveries. 
Instead of eliminating service and 
needed facilities, the Postal Service 
should 
cut 
back

bloated 
management structure which contains 
not only a 
Postm aster General 
salaried at $60,000, but some 20 other 
top officials receiving salaries above 
$42,500 
The Postal Service already spends 85 
per cent of its budget on labor. It 
employs more than 700,000, which 
maxes it the nation’s largest corporate 
employer. 


Its mail volume is declining because 
rates keep going up and reliability of 
delivery keeps going down The Postal 
Service is not competitive.

David M. Bubar, a self proclaimed

Bubar, a se lf-proc burned psychic 
who predicted disaster at the Shelton

"The evidence is overwhelming as to 
his guilt," U.S. District Court Judge 
Jon 0. Newman said in rejecting the 
Memphis, Term, minister's lastminute 
claim of innocence. 
Newman added, however, that the 
central question remaining after the 
3 ^ -rn on th trial of Bubar and the others 
was why the minister plotted to 
destroy the $14 million factory. 
Attorneys for other defendants said 
during the trial that Bubar may have 
organized the plot for several reasons, 
including mental illness, fulfillment of 
his prophesy, revenge or possibly to 
repay the owner of the firm’s parent 
company for past favors through the 
more than $60 million in insurance 
profits the fire would yield. 
Two plant guards and a maintenance 
employe were kidnaped late at night 
on March I, 1975, shortly before the 
Sponge Rubber Products Co. exploded 
into flames. No one was injured. 
In the aftermath of the fire, which 
the FBI said is the costliest industrial 
arson case it has investigated, 800 
Sponge Rubber employes lost their

All three men 
received maximum terms for each of 
four arson-related counts but the total 
sentences vary because some terms 
will run concurrently.

About a year ago AMK 82-7065 
pinspotters were installed These new 
pinspotters give the bowler more 
“ dwell time” to allow wobbling pins to 
fall, but actually do not slow down the 
games because they operate faster and 
return the ball to the bowler more 
quickly 
The pinsetters are equipped with 
“ pindication" allowing tire bowler to 
quickly see which pins are left stand­ 
ing. Tile machine also provides for 
more uniform scoring conditions for 
the bowler 
Fasyscore was introduced at Circle 
D lanes about three years ago. The 
automatic scorers simplify the job of 
keeping score and assure the bowlers 
of a more accurate score. 
Orcle D lanes is already making up 
the schedules for Spring lieagues. The 
spring season is a short schedule, 14 
weeks, as compared to the winter 
bowling season, and Dietrich strongly 
recommends the serious bowler 
become involved in the spring leagues. 
“ You should bowl at least once a 
week to keep your game in shape," 
according to Dietrich, “ and if you’re 
not in a league, especially during the 
spring and summer, it is real easy to 
find something else to do.” 
Free bowling instruction is offered 
by Dietrich for the newcomer and the 
veteran alike For this purpose, he has 
installed a video tape machine which 
has proven to be invaluable, par­ 
ticularly for the veteran bowler who 
has temporarily lost his touch or is 
seeking to improve his game. The 
‘visual instruction" is not quite as 


effective for the beginner according to 
Dietrich, simply because the neophyte 
has not mastered the fundamentals of 
the sport 
When the spring leagues begin, the 
lanes will have open bowling all day 
Saturday and Sunday. 
In addition to bowling, the billiard 
tables are open all summer long 
However, during the summer the 
skating rink is not operated on a 
regular basis.

Big Had Machine, supercharged by an 
exotic mixture in 1975, think they have 
the horsepower to become the first 
National league team in 54 years to 
win successive world championships 
"Our front line is the best eight men 
in either league,” says 
Manager 
Sparky Anderson, “and our bench is 
now as good as anybody has in base­ 
ball.” 
Disinclined to tamper with success, 
the Beds will field essentially the same 
club that rumbled to 108 regular 
season victories — most by an NL 
team since 1909 They swept Pitts­ 
burgh in three straight for their third 
National I league title in five years and 
shed their bridesm aid image by 
beating Boston in one of the most 
stirring World Series showdowns in 
history. 
Anderson is counting on some minor 
modifications and a stronger Gary 
Nolan to accomplish the feat last 
achieved by the New York Giants in 
1921-22. 
To do that, Anderson is depending on 
his Big Three 
“Just think how much fun I’m going 


to have making out a line-up card when 
I can write in the names of three Most 
Valuable Hayer winners every day,” 
says Anderson 
Fireplug Joe Morgan Joined catcher 
Johnny Bench and relentless Pete 
Hose as league MVPs, giving the Beds 
four such winners since 1970.

and the bank directors for the rental of 
the upstairs of the bank building The 
$300 rental fee will include all utilities 
ami the lease agreement, effective 
May I, will run for three years 
Superintendent Benis Lutz, the 
assistant to the superintendent, the 
clerk of the (ward and the secretary to 
the superintendent will all move from 
the high school to the new facility when 
it is completed Lutz advised the board 
that the directors of the bank are 
currently completing the necessary 
work to meet the needs of the ad­ 
ministrative staff. Teays Valley is the 
only school district in the county to 
approve such a move of administrative 
staff to facilities outside of school- 
owned buildings 
Much of the time of the meeting was 
spent discussing the reseeding of the 
football field 
Representatives from 
Professional I .awn t are were present 
at the meeting to discuss the repair 
and reconditioning of the field with the 
hoard. 
The lawn care group also proposed a 
continuation of a program started last 
y ear at the three elementary sites The 
(ward voted three to two to discontinue 
the program at these sites but ap­ 
proved the reconditioning of the 
football practice field at a price of $775. 
A lengthy discassion ensued among 
the (ward members, the baseball 
coach, and the representatives from 
the lawn care group concerning the 
problems that would arise if the 
baseball team played its spring games 
on the field 
Steve Scott of Professional I awn 
( are stated that playing baseball on 
the field would kill the grass seedlings. 
Hill l^ewis, baseball coach, argued 
that he couldn’t justify the neglect of 
his baseball team for the season. The 
most popular alternative to the 
problem was the use of the Scioto 
Elementary field for this year’s 
baseball program and ()rlan Cooper, 
assistant to the superintendent, ad­ 
vised that the buses had to run the 
route from the high school to Scioto at 
times which would benefit the team for 
practice. 
The lawn care group suggested the 
alternative of sodding the field rather 
than seeding it and gave an estimate of 
$2,250 for the sodding plus the regular 
treatment which brought the figure for 
the complete job on the football field to 


$3,400 The upkeep on the field will run 
the board approximately $1,200 per 
year. 
Sodding the field, though more ex­ 
pensive at the onset of the program, 
will solve the problems of baseball 
scheduling. 
Marvin Keller was present at the 
meeting to represent a group of 
citizens In the school district who are 
concerned with the operation of the 
schools He clarified his position taken 
at last month’s meeting and said he 
was not directing his concern over 
discipline solely toward the athletes 
He asked the board for approval to 
organize a group with a representative 
to attend the board meetings The 
group will meet at 7:30 p.in. on the first 
Tuesday of each month and asked to 
use the school facilities for these 
meetings, Keller stressed that the 
group was also interested in other 
problems which face the school 
district. 
It was the feeling of the board that 
the group would be recognized after it 
has been aligned and organized and 
officers elected. Lutz suggested calling 
the group the Citizen's Committee for 
Hetter Schools The group interjected 
ideas and comments throughout the 
meeting 
In regular action, the board ap­ 
proved three investments of cer­ 
tificates 
of 
deposit, 
approved 
professional leave requests for seven 
staff 
members:

sup­ 
plemental contracts for course work 
for two teachers and approved home 
instruction for one .student Sharon 
Downs rd, teacher at Scioto School, 
will receive $100 salary remuneration 
for five quarter hours and Jean 
Siriano, teacher at Ashville, $120 for 
six quarter hours 
A letter from Village Council was 
presented to the board reminding it 
that the sewer facilities will not be 
available at the present 60-acre site for 
additional .students in a separate 
building. The board president. Dr. 
Jack Warner, appointed a committee 
of Richard Myers, William Hinkle and 
Harold Peters to look for a new site for 
the proposed new building 
The board approved the addition of 
two more KMR classes, one at the high 
school and one at Scioto Elementary, 
and one learning disabilities class at 
the junior high level, l-utz advised the 
board that housing of the new classes 
would In* a problem. 
A report from the state examiner 
revealed that the board’s books are in 
perfect balance but the board was

approximately $7,000 
The 
temporary 
appropriation 
measure which was adopted in 
January was approved on a permanent 
basis. 
A resolution was passed to approve 
the use of the high school auditorium 
on Friday and Saturday for the 


bicentennial musical at no rental cost. 
Charges for the custodial services will 
be billed to the committee in charge of 
the program 
Title IV-B allocations were approved 
in the amount of $2,306 for the pur­ 
chase of maps, globes, charts, and 
educational materials. Ixitz advised 
the board that the new funding was a 
grant and did not require matching 
funds from the school district. 
Authorization was given to advertise 
for bids for three 66-passenger buses 
for the next school year with bids due 
at noon on April 26 The board also 
voted to seek bids on three new 
mowers for the elementary schools, 
window replacement at Ashville 
elementary, blacktopping for the 
parking and driving areas at the high 
school site and replacem ent of 
classroom (hairs and desks at the 
three elementary schools. 
Quotations will be sought for doors 
on the gymnasium at Ashville 
F.lementary and for a larger gasoline 
tank 
Approval was also given for the 
addition of two flood lights on the south 
side of the high school building at a 
quoted price of $310.52 to be installed 
by Hollenback Electric Service. 
An expenditure of $310 from the high 
school activity account for the class of 
1972 and $300 from the junior high 
school activity account was approved 
to light the new announcement board 
in front of the high school building. 
High school principal Bill Toney 
discussed with the board the problems 
arising in scheduling due to the ruling 
by the North Central Association. 
Toney advised the board that North 
( entral has threatened a citation and 
possible expulsion if the high school 
does not convene for six hours. 
Toney asked the board for direction 
as to whether to stay with North 
Central and if a decision is made to 
have a six-hour day, should lunch 
periods be included. 
The board discussed the problem 
and continued further discussion until 
the special lx>ard meeting scheduled 
for April 6 At the April 6 meeting, the 
board will also conduct its annual 
personnel review. Early graduation 
for students obtaining the needed 
number of credits in less than four 
years was also discussed and the board 
appointed Richard Kidwell and Toney 
to investigate the possibilities.

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Ag Society 
Shares Race 
Betting Tax 


The Pickaway County Agricultural 
Society received $18,993 in annual 
distributions from the Ohio Fairs 
Fund, according to State Auditor 
Thomas E. Ferguson 
A total of $1,724,118 was distributed 
to 87 county and eight independent 
agricultural societies and the Ohio 
Exposition Commission 
The 87 societies, which sponsored 
county fairs, shared $1,565,904; the 
eight societies, which sponsored in­ 
dependent fairs, shared $78,214; and 
the commission, which sponsored the 
Ohio State Fair, received $80,000. 
Tile money, derived from one-half of 
one per cent of the state horse race 
betting tax. should be used for general 
fair operations, including junior club 
work, public school displays, and 
livestock premiums 
Ferguson noted that the dirtribution 
has been made annually upon order of 
the director of the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture since 1958 
He further noted that the fairs fund 
generally Is depleted after such a 
distribution but that this tune $183,600 
remained in the fund. 
Agriculture Department Director 
John Stackhouse informed Ferguson 
he chose to use December 31 as a cutoff 
date for the annual distribution 
traditionally made in March. The 
$183,600 due the counties represented 
receipts from December 31 through 
March I and will be distributed next 
year 
Ferguson pointed out that the Ohio 
Revised Code provides for the 
distribution of funds collected on or 
before March I. 


Am anda-Clearcreek 
Seeks Bond Issue 


The Amanda-CJearcreek Board of 
Education is asking the voters to 
approve a bond issue April 8 at a 
special election to remodel the present 
facilities and to build new additions to 
alleviate the present crowded con­ 
ditions which exist at both the Stout­ 
sville and the Amanda School sites 
At present, there are over 1,600 
.students in buildings that should be 
housing only approximately 1,200 
students. 
The present high school has over 500 
students and, in order to serve all of 
the students, floating teachers that 
move from room to room to teach 
various subjects in the fifth grade have 
been utilized. 
At the Stoutsville building, there are 
over 550 students which include kin­ 
dergarten through eight grade Since a 
regular junior high schedule is being 
run for .seventh and eighth grades, the 
course offerings and scheduling are 
very limited and additional space plus 
additional staff is the only answer to 
the problems 
School authorities believe that for 
the 1978-79 school year, the law will 
require a pupil-teacher ratio of 25 to 
I. This also means if the district does 
not meet the state standards, state 
funding will be withdrawn. The 25 to I 
ratio is presently in court and, from all 
indications, will become a part of the 
law by the 1978-79 school year. 
For the 1975-76 school year, the 
district’s share from the State 
Foundation Program is approximately 
$800,000 plus additional monies for the 
purchase of school buses. The board 
hopes to buy two buses which would 


mean at the present rate of reim­ 
bursement about $20,000 will be 
received by the district. These figures 
bring 
the 
state 
monies 
to 
ap­ 
proximately $830,000 to $835,000. 
If the bond issue passes, the total 
millage for schools would be about 
what most of the schools in the county 
are presently receiving for operating 
alone 


For the 1978-77 school year, all 
classes including physical education 
must be integrated. This will put an 
additional burden on the present 
scheduling problems, lf the federal 
and state standards are not met, the 
district will lose its federal funds. 
The average cost to the tax payer for 
die $950,000 bond issue is figured im a 
24-year period at 6.19 mills. This 
amounts to $6.19 per $1,000. 
Out of 617 school districts in the 
state, Amanda-Clearcreek laical 
School District ranks 555 in total 
support for schools. 


The A-C schools receive ap­ 
proximately $100,000 from the federal 
government besides the local and state 
funds for .special programs. Without 
these programs, the school system 
would be greatly inadequate to supply 
the students with a quality educational 
program. 
Another factor for the property 
owner who is over 65, is the Homestead 
Exemption Act that gives them a tax 
break if their yearly income is less 
than $10,000. Information is available 
at the county auditor's office as to how 
this affects each property owner. 
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
